ON RAL. SITUATION 


Professor Hugh C. Frame, of the 
School of Business Administration of 
Emory university, was 
Tuesday night at the opening session 
of the Emory Faculty club. The sub- 
ject of the address was “Present Prob- 
lems of the American 
Professor Frame before coming to 
Emory was instructor in transporta- 
tion at Harvard university, and as- 
sistant to W. Z. Ripley, who prepared 
the present plan of railroad consolida- 


tion for the Interstate Commerce com- | 


mission. He has also had railroad ex- 
perience with the Rock Island and 
other lines and is qualified to discuss 
the present rail situation. 

Rate provisions of the transporta- 
tion act of 1920 were discussed in de- 
tail, and great emphasis was laid on 
giving the railroads sufficiently high 
rates to enable them to make earnings 
which will attract the investment of 
new capital in the railroad business. 

“Only in this way can the public 
ever expect the roads to keep pace 
with the industrial development of the 
country,” he said. “Between 1914 and 
1920 only three billion dollars were 
spent on additions and betterments. 
This amounts to only 2 1-2 per cent a 
year on a tentative railroad valuation

Conviction of Negro 
For Murder Reversed 


Holding that prosecution evidence 
was circumstantial and insufficient 
to exclude a reasonable doubt as to 
thé guilt of Gainer Adkins, negro, 
found guilty of the murder of slrs. 
Elizabeth McAfee Kitchens, rural 
route carrier, the state supreme court 
Tuesday reversed the Washington 
county guperior court, which had 
passed a sentence of life imprison- 
ment after the conviction. 

The defense contended throughout 
the trial that Charicy Adkins, 12- 
year-old son of the convicted negro, 
had committed the murder, and had 
introduced evidence in substantiation 
of the theory. The Georgia supreme 
court sustained the coitentions of the 
defense, and upheld the contention 
that the elder negro had not been 
near the place of the murder at the 
time it was committed.

Constantinople, October 9. — All

Berlin, October 9.—The German 
government has instructed its repre- 
sentatives at Paris and Brussels of- 
ficially to ask the French and Belgian 
governments, wherethe they are ready 
to enter into negotiations with the 
German government for the resump- 
tion of work in the occupied terri- 
tories, It is stated that only when re- 
plies are received will the govern- 
ment define its attitude toward the 
German industrialists’ demands. 


Paris, Octobed 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The French govern- 
ment thus far is unaware, officially, 
of the communication which the Ger- 
man representatives in Brussels and 
Paris are erported to have been in- 
structed to make, giving notice to the 
allies that the German government is 
ready for negotiations with the ob- 
ject of bringing about an early revival 
of the economic life of the Ruhr. 

Thec harge d'affaires in Brussels is 
understood to have delivered his mes- 
sage to the Belgian government and 
the absence of Premier Poincare from 
Paris is thought to account for the 
failure of a similar move as yet here. 
It was stated by a foreign office of- 
ficial tonight, however, that France 
and Belgium will adhere to the policy 
they long ago decided upon, that is, 
that they will not send delegates to 
the Ruhr to meet representatives of 
the German government, but will con- 
tinue their negotiations direct with 
the Ruhr interests and will wait for 
the action of the inter-allied repara- 
tion commission on any proposition 
Berlin has to offer. 

Expecting to Hear. 

The foreign office has been expect- 
ing to hear from the German govern- 
ment, but anticipated that the com- 
munication would refer to the repara- 
tions question as a whole instead of 
being confined to the economic activi- 
ties in the Ruhr. This question is 
regarded at the Quai d’Orsay as be- 
ing between the French and Belgian 
governments on one hand and the in- 
dustrial and laboring interests in the 
occupied region on the other, and in- 
tervention by the Berlin government 
is looked upon as unnecessary with 
respect to the purely interior puases 
of the problem. 

The French and Belgian govern- 
ménts, it was said at the foreign of- 
fice tonight, are entirely in accord on 
this point, and any propositions from 
Berlin will be handed over to the 
reparation commission for considera- 
tion.

Berlin, October 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Virtually 
Yhancellor Stresemann of having

Atlanta’s Share of Taxes, 


1. The position that Atlanta is paying

Frankly, I have no data on which to base 
judgment on this question, but 1 do say 
that even if Atlanta should pay more than 
her share of the taxes, the necessity for 
tax reform still exists.

Trial by Jury is the heritage 
handed down by our fathers, and is 
one of the most strengthening pro- 
visions of our constitution. It fs 
the privilege the law gives to the 
accused, and is the guarantee of 
justice. It {fs the fundamental of 
representative government and is 
the antithesis of the spirit of the 
mob. 

To that extent, to the end of 
maintaining the sacredness of our 
judicial and trial systems the duty 
of the citizen to serve In the Jury 
box is as impelling as the duty of 
exercising the voting franchise. 

One of the causes of criticisms 
of the courts, and of constituted 
procedure, is the unwillingness of 
citizens to assume their full respon- 
sibility in the premises. One of the 
evils of the court system is the pro- 
fessional Juror who is often used 
by compulsion, especially in the 
cities, on account of the inability to 
get business men to meet this duty.

Power Company 
Prepares To Make 
Gas Rate Refturid 


It will be several weeks hefore At- 
lanta’s gas consumers begin to get 
their refunds of ten cents on cach 
1,000 cubic feet of gas asked since 
January 1, 1922, it was stated at the 
office of the Georgia Railway & 
Power eompany Tuesday. This re- 
fund, which affects approximately 40,- 
000 gas consumers and amounts in all 
to about $200,000, has been made 
necessary under a decision of the 
United States supreme court handed 
down Monday afternoon which de- 
nied the company rehearing on a rate 
case decided several months ago. 

‘here ig a mass of bookkeeping and 
mechanical detail to be worked out 
in the company’s offices and this must 
be completed before the refunding can 
begin, it was stated. 

Firs step to be made to meet the 
new conditions will probably be that 
the prepay meters will be readjusted 
to meet the new rate of $1.55 per 1,- 
000 ctibic feet upheld by the court. 
Then will begin the clerical work for 
those customers who pay their bills 
monthly, 

The $1.55 rate allowed by the fed- | 
eral court was originally ordered into 
effeet January 1, 1922, but was held 
up by injunction proceedings on be- 
half of the Atlanta Gas Light com- 
pany and the Georgia Railway & 
Power company. Bond was posted of 
$100,000 to guarantee the refund to 
customers in case the power rate was 
upheld.

Three Billion 
Bushels of Corn 
Is U. S. Estimate 


Washington, October 9.—A _ three 
billion bushel crop of corn this year 
was forecast today by the department 
of agriculture. Indications ere this 
year’s crop will be the fuupth largest 
corn production in history, It 1s the 
fourth time a crop of three billion 
bushels or more has been grown. 

The wheat crop was placed at 7S1,- 
737,000 bushels in a preliminary e3- 
timate. ‘That is 7,490.000 bushes 
less than forecast a month ago. 

The preiiminary estimate of the 
wheat crop :ncluded 568,386,000 bush- 
els of winter wheat, compared with 
586,204,000 bushels last year, and 
213,351,000 bushels of spring wheat, 
compared with a forecast of 221,0U0.- 
000 bushels a month ago and a vroyp 
of 275,887,000 bushels last year. 
Duram wheat production, included tn 
spring wheat, is estimated at 45,- 
779.000 bushels.

WHEAT DEGLINES 
ON HEAVY SELLING 


| Chicago, October 9.—Heavy selling 
on the part of recent buyers broke 
down yalues in the wheat market 
today. The selling appeared to be 
largely a-result of disappointment that 
the wheat conference here gave no 
promise of farm relief of an imme- 
diate character. Closing prices 
were unsettled, 1 3-8 to 2 3-8 to 2 1-2 
cents net lower, with December 107 
5-8 to 34 to 107 3-4 and May 112 
1-4 to 112 3-5.- Corn finished at a 
range varying from 1 1-8 cent decline 
to 1-8 cent gain, oats 14 @ 3-8 to 
3-4 @ 7-8 cents down and provisions 
showing 2 cents to 22 cents fall. 

It. was evident almost as soon as 
trading began that the action of the 
wheat conrerence Lere in planning a 
new cooperitive marketing association 
had -failed to encourage corfidence ir 
a continued upward tendency of 
prices at present. Absence of fresh 
buying was so noticeable that sell- 
ing pressure quickly increased, and 
the volume of offerings became more 
of a burden than the market could 
withstand. Rallying power seemed 
to be almost entirely lacking and the 
close was at near the bottom figures 
of the day. Bears pointed out that 
the new cooperative association even 
if finally successful could only fune 
tion after the lapse of considerable 
time, as the plan would he inopera- 
tive until 50 per cent of growers } 
in the nine principal wheat states 
had joined the organization. ‘Under 
such circumstances, the pian would 
apparently offer little, prospect of 
help so far as this years crop is 
concerned. 

Although contract grades of corn 
for immediate delivery commanded 
1.06 a bushel, the highest price yet 
this season, future deliveries went 
down with wheat.

Notification that the federal govern- 
ment is preparing to intervene in the 
branch bank case, which started in 
Missouri and which has assumed pa- 
tional importance, was contained in 
a telegram received today from James 
M,. .Beck, solicitor general of the 
United States, to Attorney Genera: 
Jesse W. Barrett of Missouri. The 


telegram stated that the federal gov- 
ernment would petition the supreme 
court Monday for leave to intervene 
in the Missouri branch bank case. 

This action follows the opinion last 
week by Attorney General Daugherty 
tu the effect that the law did not 
permit national banks to have 
branches and the statement by Comp- 
troller Dawes that he would not per- 
mit any outside agencies whatever 
for national banks in those states 
where the state banks are not al- 
lowed branches. 

The fight against branch banking 
was started by Attorney General Bar- 
rett of Missouri, more than a year 
ago, in an opinion holding that the 
First National bank in St. Louis 
could not open a branch office. 

The matter has grown until the at- 
torney generals of fifteen other states 
have intervened in the Missouri suit, 
while on the other side all of the na- 
tional banks in the country which 
have branches, have taken a hand. 

The intervention of the federal go 
ernment now makes the matter com- 
plete, according to Attorney General 
Barrett. The case is set for argn- 
ment before the United States su- 
preme court on November 12.
